W ashin gton C ity, June 2 a —On the 1st 
of July next the changes in the rate of letter 
postage, authorized b y the appropriation 
b ill of the last congress, will go into opera­ 
tion. 
The effect of this will b e to increase 
the standard weight of domestic first-class 
m atter from half an ounce to one ounce, so 
that on and after the 1st of Ju ly all domestic 
first-class m atter sent through the mails, 
including drop-letters at letter carrier offices, 
must b e charged with postage a t the rate of 
2 cents per ounce or fraction of an ounce, 
instead of 2 cents per half ounce or fraction, 
as 
a t 
present. 
Drop-letters 
a t 
other 
than letter carrier offices to b o charged at 
the rate of 1 cent per ounce or fraction. 
This change in the standard weight will also 
apply to first-class m atter addressed to 
Canada, b ut not to m atter addressed to 
other foreign countries. 
The same law also 
reduces the rate of postage from 2 cents per 
pound to 1 cent per pound on all newspapers 
and periodicals when sent b y the pub lisher 
and from the office of pub lication, including 
sample copies, or when sent from a news 
agency to actual sub scrib ers or to other 
news agents. 
Private individuals mailing 
newspapers and jieriodicals pay at the rate 
of 1 cent for four ounce« .

1847 
a speculator b ought the present cemetery 
site for $5,000, formed a company and is­ 
sued a large am ount of scrip. 
For a num­ 
b er of years b oards of trustees were elected 
in New York. 
In 1877 an act was passed b y 
the New Jersey legislature making it illegal 
to 
elect trustees in any 
place except 
Jersey City. 
The new b oard found that no 
improvements had ever b een made and that 
the, lot 
owners 
had 
b een 
defrauded 
out 
of 
thousands of dollars. 
A b ar­ 
rel 
of 
scrip was 
found and 
holders 
of scrip turned up in all parts of the coun­ 
try, refusing all offers to sell their scrip. 
A 
year ago a new company b ought a part of 
the old cemetery, which contained nearly 
500 graves of relatives of people who ha I 
meved away. 
Under the new management 
these graves were leveled, and the tomb ­ 
stones sold.

The southern Cheyennos are located 
in tho western portion of the territory. 
Tho 
country is level and devoid of trees, except 
along the streams.

out of tho way of troops. 
It is b elieved here 
that the Indians are well armed. 
They are 
plucky and fight altogether on horseb ack. 
Tho last troub le with the Cheyennes oc­ 
curred ab out nine years ago, arid coutiuued 
for more than a year. 
It was b egun b y In­ 
dians of that trib e ma&sacreing a portion of 
a family moving overland from Georgia. 
The massacre occurred in Kansas.

father, mother, and daughtor were killed 
and four remaing children taken captive.

numb er of men disguised as Indians had 
b urned a b ridge on the Kansas

railroad for the purpose of wrecking a train, 
that they might plunder it.

to capture 
the men 
implicated.

Indian standing alone 
at

nearer,

The Indian was the son of Lone Wolf, 
tho great Cheyenne chief. 
When ho was 
b uried 400 ponies were killed ab ove his grave. 
Though Lone Wolf himself did not partici­ 
pate in thy outb reak which followed his sou’s 
death, it was thought that the shooting of 
the young Indian greatly influenced the 
trib e to go on the warpath. 
Gen. Pope has reported the killing of a 
Piute Indian named Joe b y two white men 
in Happy valley, Ore. 
Tho Piutes, having 
no reservation, are compelled to hunt tor 
sub sistence. It they are perm itted to depre­ 
date it is prob ab le that other murders will 
b o permitted and that an outb reak will en­ 
sue.
